In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  43  of  the  Charter 
of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  business  transacted  by  the  several  departments  of  the 
City  Government  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1921,  as 
shown  by  the  controlling  accounts  kept  by  the  City  Auditor  and  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Municipal  Corporation  at  the  close  of  said 
fiscal  year. 

Simplicity,  combined  with  clarity  and  safety  in  the  handling 
of  the  accounting  of  the  City,  has  been  the  constant  effort  of  the
